HAVE WE LEARNED FROM RECESSION ? 

Things appear to be looking up again. Business and 
employment, so the reports say pretty generally, are pick- 
ing up. Good news .this, even though there is still some dis- 
tance to travel, out of the forest of confusion and inaction. 

Along with the other good news, we seem to see evi- 
dences of certain revelations that, in themselves may mean 
as much, or even more, than the fact that we are again on 
the way out of the woods. We refer to a possible revealing 
of a new relationship between the federal government and 
private citizens. 

When things began to slump, at the first down-turn, the 
cry went up for government to "do something." The Amer- 
ican people, from little men to big business, began to holler 
for help from Washington, in spite of the fact that this na- 
tion's economy is supposed to be dedicated to that time- 
honored principle of the free market and enterprise that 
is kept activated by competition. 

Through the experience of the past 20 years, it proved to 
be no surprise that the first reaction to recession was an 
instinctive attempt to pass the initiative to the Big Boy up 
at Washington. A natural reaction it was, since for a gen- 
eration or more the philosophy of the welfare state had been 
aggresively promoted. During that time it was to Washing- 
ton that the people had been sending so large a portion of 
their income, and from Washington had come so many 
promises to revive, as well as to regulate. So, why not the 
natural impulse to say, "Here we are, Uncle; come bail us 
out?" 

Aside from psychological conditioning for acceptance 
of the welfare state, neither individuals nor business, under 
present tax laws, are permitted to retain enough of the 
money they earn to cushion themselves against time's nor- 
mal exigencies. Although the basic industries must fur- 
nish the necessities to an expanding population, they find 
themselves faced with the increasingly grim problem of 
inflation — rising costs — taxes and hampering regula- 
tions. Its to these causes that go the credit for sapping the 
strength and the vitality of the free market, and slowly 
backing the private enterprise system into a corner. 

But the recession brought other demands also, namely, 
that taxes be cut. Such doubtless, will have to be, if the 
nation's peace with the rest of the world is to be kept to 
an appreciable degree, Furthermore must come tax reform 
that is conclusive to the rebuilding of some of the strength 
and resiliency of the people and the industries, to meet 
the ups and downs of I free market for a free enterprise 
country.

PARCEL POST SHOULD PAY ITS WAY 

Not long since, we mailed a parcel post package to be 
delivered to an adjoining state. And you, Mr. and Mrs. 
Reader, paid part of the postage. Of course you didn't go 
along to the postoffice and reach down in your jeans and 
plank down a few cents to pay some of our postage bill. 

It works differently. We just didn't pay the full cost 
of delivering that package. But Uncle Sam didn't actually 
lo.se He charged it( the balance) to the rest of the tax- 
payers. Had we shipped by express, we would have paid 
our own bill, in full. Which, in life's regular routine, seems 
fair enough. 

Both Houses of Congress recently passed new postage 
t,ills, without opposition. They were signed by the Presi- 
dent, and will become effective August 1. Charges for 
carrying first class mail, newspapers, magazines and adver- 
tising materials are all being substantially increased. 

The new postal rates arc designed to increase postoffice 
revenues by $550 million a year. But almost half of that 
will go to raise postal workers' pay, leaving a big postal 
operating deficit still. In recent years, the deficit has been 
running at around $700 million a year. 

Hack to parcel post, which has contributed materially 
to the deficit for many years. The current charges, as 
pointed out by the Hoover Commission and other authori- 
tative bodies, do not meet the cost of providing the parcel 
post service. In effect therefore, all the taxpayers in the 
country ire paying a part of the bills of those who use the

tion. Universal parcel delivery services are provided 
through private enterprise, in accord with the American 
way. When parcel post came into being in 1913, stipulations 
laid down by Congress were that it should pay its own way. 
It was understood that it should supplement, not supplant, 
private parcel services. It was not to compete, unduly, 
with private enterprise. These stipulations have been con- 
sistently and flagrantly violated practically ever since.

FOURTH OF JULY SAFETY APPEAL 

Most Americans are good drivers — the high traffic 
toll notwithstanding. 

This pat on the back for the average motorists comes 
from the National Safety Council as it opens its annual 
appeal for Fourth of July holiday safety. 

The Council makes a good point: with upwards of 70 
million vehicles whizzing past each other only a couple of 
feet apart, the average driver must make 20 to 50 decisions 
an hour, many of them literally involving life or death. 
Last year's all-time low death rate of 5.9 fatalities per 100 
million miles of travel proves that most drivers made the 
right decisions. 

Most of us want to be good drivers. We pride ourselves 
on our skill and common sense. We obey the law. We don't 
want to hurt ourselves, our families or the stranger in the 
other car. Then why do we have accidents? Carelessness? 

Carelessness is a catch-all word that covers a multitude 
of lins. Good drivers that we are most of the time, every 
one who has ever been behind the wheel of a car remembers 
the near misses— and our accident toll is made up of those 
that didn't miss. ... — Dawson Springs Progress.

"The proposed changes would 
clear command channels so that 
orders will proceed directly to 
unified commands from the Com- 
mander-in-Chief and the Secre- 
tary of Defense through the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff which would add 
an operations section for this pur- 
pose. As we gq into a period 
when a potential enemy may 
have operational long range mis- 
siles in substantial quanities, our 
reaction time must be measured in 
minutes instead of hours. 

"1 am informed that in every 
Wat this nation has fought in the 
last century, we have had to 
change our military organization 
after war has started. We no 
longer have time in which to 
change command lines or to shift 
from a peace-time to a wartime 
organization. Any such shift must 
be made now. Under the new 
recommendation, orders would go 
from the President as Comman- 
dcr-in -Chief to theSecretary of 
Defense, through the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff to the unified command 
without the intermediate step 
which now interposes one of the 
departments as executive agent 
between the Commander-in-Chief 
and the Unified Commander. 

"The organization of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff will be strength- 
ened to provide the President and 
the Secretary of Defense with

"THE STAFF OF LIFE" 

When my generation was young, 
they did not believe, very frankly, 
what they were told by their par- 
ents, especially when the facts 
presented seemed remote from 
present-day reality. I long ago 
joined the group of parents and, 
many years later, the grandpar- 
ents. Now, of course, nobody be- 
lieves me when I try the hardest 
to state facts, but facts colored 
by experiences of more than a 
half century ago. Today I will not 
be disappointed when I talk for 
a while about bread, just plain 
bread. 

When father told us that, in his 

young days in central Tennessee, 
white flour was available only 
for biscuits on Sunday morning, 
we felt sorry for our very poor 
ancestors, for everybody who was 
anybody at Fidelity bought flour 
by the barrel and could have bis- 
cuits at any time.

body. It took 
knowledge to prodi 
salt-rising or otherwise. Ravenous 
farm boys had to be satisfied with 
slugs of cornbread or stacks of 
muffins or biscuits as big as full 
moons, it was only company or 
some special occasion that pro- 
duced or brought out lightbread. 
That is one reason why I liked 
quarterly meetings at Sulphur 
Springs Church. 

Many of our Methodist ladies 
vied with each other to produce 
the most toothsome lightbread, 
and, belive me, they did not lose 
a chance to pay compliments to 
their cookery after the food had 
been set on tablecloths spread on 
the ground and some bewhiskered 
brother asked a blessing on "what 
we were about to receive." And 
jams and jellies sometimes were 
added to that lightbread, until 



nothing short of a miracle could 
have kept some of us stuffers 
from being sick. (The miraculous 
rarely happened: I was nearly 
always off my feed or downright 
ailing for several days after). 

If home-made lightbread added 
a joy to the dinner on the ground, 
what can I say of fetched-on 
lightbread, "baker's bread?" In 
those days we used to get six 
loaves, as big as a roasting shoat, 
for a quarter. They had been 
baked at Paducah or Memphis 
and had been brought on one of 
the marvelous trains of that time, 
trains that sped into sight out of 
nowhere and then took another 
dip into the unknown after they 
had paused at our station long 
enough to discharge passengers 
and baggage and express. 

Not everybody at Fidelity could 
afford a quarter for this much 
extra style; therefore, those who 
had "baker's bread" advertised 
the treat and invited special 
friends to join in when the dinner 
began. Since I was just a small 
boy most of the time I lived 
Fidelity, I did not often get in 
on this "baker's bread" treat and 
had to content myself with ten 
kinds of cakes, ditto pie, and on 
and on, with sweet pickles and 
sour pickles and green tomato 
ketchup. 

These, mind you, came after 
the main course, or courses, " 
roasted lamb or calf and 
whole bevy of chickens that were 
counted as common fare. But 
casionally I got a slice of that 
marvelous bread, smelling of hops, 
and wondered whether even nec- 
tar and ambrosia breat it. And 
now I know that our strange 
bread was the sort that anybody 
in town or elsewhere now buys 
and eats and sometimes sneers at 
because it is so common and so 
tasteless. 

And so even the aristocrat of 
the bread world has come down 
to the level formerly occupied by 
cornbread, just plain, everyday 
food, not a bit stylish.

FARM INTEREST IN 
THE LABOR BILL 

Farm Bureau is currently try- 
ing to make up its mind whether 
or not it will support the Ken- 
nedy-Ives Labor Control Bill cur- 
rently under discussion by the 
U.S. Congress. The question is 
whether it is strong enough *- 
correct the situation. You mi| 
wonder why a farm organization 
should concern itself about labor 
legislation anyway. 

The answer is simple. Fanners 
must produce and market their 
products in whatever economic 
climate is created by both labor 
and management. In many in- 
stances, farmers are directly af- 
fected by actions of labor organi- 
zations. Take the Teamsters' 
Union, for example. It pays a vital 
role in the manner and cost 
which farm products move to 
ket and into consumption. 

One of the few good provisions 
of the Kennedy-Ives Labor Bill, 
has resulted from the 
shocking disclosures of the Mc- 
Clellan labor investigation com- 
i making the present 
practice of mandatory unloading 
iminal practice on the 
part of any labor union. 
This is the labor racket which 
s operated particularly in the 
st to force farmers to pay an 
necessary unloading fee at mar- 
.._t centers when farmers drive 
their trucks to market with their 
produce. In a number of places, 
this fee has to be paid to sup- 
posedly union workers who mere- 
ly remove the commodities from 
the farmer's truck and place them 
on the loading platform. They 
not employees of the market, 
of the trucking firms. 

This is only a minor example 
of the type of racketeering 
gangsterism uncovered in cei 
labor unions by the McClellan 
Committee. The American publi 
has been shocked by some of the 
crookedness that has been uncov- 
ered. It remains to be seen wheth- 
er this Congress will have suf- 
ficient intestional fortitude tc 
pass a law that is strong enough 
to remove some of the monopoly 
power of labor unions, and at the 
same time correct some of the 
abuses of the labor bosses who 
have gained control of some of the 
great labor organizations.

There are annual flowers for 
every purpose . . . tall ones to 
use at the corners of your house 
and low ones to plant under the 
windows. Some will even screen 
your terrace for comfortable 
outdoor living. Others prevent 
soil from washing down a slope. 
Then there are fast-growing 
vines to shade an arbor or door- 

To help you choose the right 
flower for the right spot, here 
are some annual flowers used 
by a professional landscape de- 
signer when he wants to obtain 
a quick effect for a client. Af- 
ter danger of frost Is passed, the 
annuals he suggests may be 
sown outdoors right where they 
are to flower. All of them 
should have st least six hours 
of sun to bloom their best but 
there are soma that, are effec- 
tive with somewhat less sun. 

Aa a doorway accent and to 
soften the corners of your 
house, use amaranthus, a bold 
plant wth red flowers. Celosia 
or cockscomb are also very ef- 
fective. Tall marigolds, cosmos 
(pink and white) and angel's 
trumpet (datura) are good. 
Along the high wall on a split 
level house, a few castor beans 
make a fine showing. 

Under windows, along a ter- 
race or patio and In the flowor 
border, too, bush balsam, pink; 
bachelor buttons, pink, blue, 
white; calendulas, yellow »ml 
orange, and dwarf marigolds 



dwarf nicotlana, pink and 
white; celosia, red and yellow, 
and Unwin dahlias, various 
shades, round out the planting. 

As a screen that la almost 
Impossible to see through, the 
tropical leaves of a castor bean 
hedge are effective. Less dense 
but very good as a screen are 
cleome, annual hollyhock, and 
annual mallow, pink and white. 
All make good background 
plants for flower borders as 
well. 

Make the path to your house 
more inviting simply by border- 
ing it with annuals. Petunias 
head the Hat for this purpose. 
Sweet alyssum, purple and 
white; vlnca or annual perl- 
winkle, pink; nasturtiums, yel- 
low and orange, and verbena, 
white or scarlut, may be used 
singly or in combinations. 

A fence, a trellis or an arbor 
may be covered with cardinal 
climbers or morning glories, 
white, blue or pink, or scarlet 
runner bean. For foliage con- 
trast, cypress vine, with scar- 
let and white flowers, has fern- 
like leaves, while the foliage of 
gourds is big and bold. 

If you need a hedge, kochla 
or burning bush is a trim com- 
pact plant to 2',4 feet toll. Its 
light green foliage Is an ex- 
clamation point in the land- 
scape. Four o'clocks may also 

On sloping ground sweet alys- 
sum and petunias, once estab- 
lished, prevent so(l from wash- 
ing away. Portulacas, various 
shades, and thunbergia vine, 
golden orange, are especially ef- 
fective on dry slopes. 

Areas about your yard that 
do not get tlx hours of sun a 
day need not be flowerlese. 
Violas, balsam, sweet alyssum. 
calendula, nicotlana. bacheloi 
buttons and even petunias will 
provide color in these spots.

FARM SAFETY. The two most 
dangerous places in America to- 
day are the highways and the 
farms of the nation. The farm is 
doubly dangerous because it com- 
bines all the hazards of the mod- 
home and its electrical gad- 
gets with these of fast moving 
farm machinery. Add to these the 
dangers of unsupervised swim- 
ming, wider uses of fire arms, 
dangers of isolated fires and in- 
juries resulting from handling 
livestock and you find a larger 
percent of injuries and deaths by 
accident on the farm than in any 
segment of the American popula- 
tion. 

Farm equipment is more dang- 
erous than industrial machinery 
because much of that used on the 
farm — such as combines, corn 
harvesters and balers — is very 
seasonal. It is used for only a few 
days each year, thus giving the 
operator little opportunity to de- 
velop a technique, or safe pattern 
' Tractors on our 



hilly Kentucky fields are partic- 
ularly dangerous, too. 

But probably the most important 
factor in the dangers on the farm 
is the natural carelessness of many 
farm people. Long and irregular 
hours of work are not condusive 
in orderly check-ups of danger 
points, and farm people are prone 
to overlook little things that en- 
danger life and limb. A broken 
board in the barn floor, rotten 
steps, rubbish left idly around are 
all booby traps of danger. 

The period, July 20-28, has been 
proclaimed FARM SAFETY 
WEEK. It will probably pass by 
as another one of "those weeks" 
but Kentucky farm people could 
save many an accident, i 
money and probably some 

if they would take a little . 

that week and methodically check 
those things on the farm and 
the home that might cause ac„ 
dents and then go about correct- 
ing them.

practices for use of liming mater- 
ials, rock phosphate and pasture 
renovation is available now M. C. 
Brooks, chairman of the local 
A.S.C. Committee announced this 
week. Particular emphasis is giv- 
en at this time of the year to 
thbse practices which may be per- 
formed during the summer and 
early fall. Cost-sharing to farmers 
has been made available. Soil 
tests are required. 

Farmers desiring to apply for 
cost-sharing should take a soil 
sample of the field to be treated 
or seeded to the county agent's 
office. Hundreds of acres of gran 
sod in the county should be reno- 
vated and additional seed used. 
Legumes may be seeded in August 
and September for counties in the 
central part of the state, with 
fairly good results on grass sod 
fields which have been worked 
with a disk. Cost-sharing for use

BUY-NOTES on FOOD

e summer is a time of many 
activities that keep the entire 
family busy, so it's a good time 
turn to the easy sandwich meals. 

Some forms of sandwiches are 
probably as old as bread-making, 
itself, and they will no doubt ex- 
ist as long as bread is made. 
Sandwiches may be the main 
part of the meal or served with 
soups and salads. In fact, sand- 
wiches have become quite a "fix- 
ture" in the food habits of Amer- 
ans. 

Nutrition-conscious meal plan- 
ners use enriched or whole grain 
breads to boost the nutrient value 
of the family's food. In sand- 
wiches the food values of bread 
combined with those of meats, 
cheeses, eggs, peanut butter, 
fruits and vegetables that may go 
into the making of them. 

By varying the bread, fillings, 
or both, an indefinite number of 
sandwich combinations can be 
created. Since bread is basic, vary- 
ing the kind of bread used adds 
interest to the sandwich. 

Use enriched white, whole or 
cracked wheat, raisin, rye, and 
pumpernickel breads for sand- 
wich fillings. Buns (for hamburg- 
ers and frankfurters) or hard rolls 
and loaves, lend themselves well 



for fillings, meats, or salad type 
fillings, and soft rolls and brown- 
and-serve rolls go well with toast- 
ed cheese mixtures or ham slices, 
baked or broiled, with a sauce . 
over them. 

The following suggestions for 
sandwich making from the Amer- 
ican Institute or Bakinj, are 
worth noting and may prove aa 
a helpful guide to the meal plan- 
ner during the "sandwich" sea* 

Use sandwich sliced bread. Take 
the two slices of bread that lie 
next to each other in the loaf. 
Matched slices will assure even 
edges. Leave crusts on bread to 
help hold the sandwich together. 
Butter, or fortified margarine 
should be at room temperature 
(not melted) before being used. 
Melted fats soak into the bread 
and do not form the protective/ 
coating needed to prevent moist 
fillings from soaking into the 
bread. Use a spatula for spread- 
ing soft fillings because the flexi- 
bility of the blade makes spread- 
ing easier. Spread both butter and 
filling to the edge of the bread. 
For crispness, add sweet or dill 
pickles, relish, celery, green pep- 
per, raw carrots, cabbage or cu- 
' 1 filling.
